Oil Magnate’* Son Rushsd to Their Aid 


and W as Covered W ith Blood ae He 


Directed W ork of Relief. 
Tarrytown, N. Y., Sept. 16.—John I). 
Rockefeller, Jr., escaped 
death 
by 
inches, one man will die and four oth­ 
ers were terribly injured In an acci­ 
dent which occurred on Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler's father’s house. 
The accident threw a gloom over 
the Rockefeller estate. Mr. Rocksft*- 
ler, Jr., was visibly affected, but he 
hastened to give first aid lo the man, 
while he sent the others to get doc­ 
tors and nurses to the Rockefeller es­ 
tate with all possible speed. The ga­ 
rage in the stable was turned into a 
temporary hospital, and it is there 
that three 
doctors and five nurses 
worked to save the lives of the in­ 
jured men, with Rockefeller, Jr., su­ 
perintending everything. 
Mr. Rockefeller and his family only 
returned from Seal Harbor, Me., and 
Mr. Rockefeller after lunch went up 
to the hill to see how the addition of 
ten rooms to his father's house was 
progressing. 
The roof of the house 
had been torn off and it is being shov­ 
ed up into Hie air to add ten bed­ 
rooms. 
Mr. Rockefeller had just pass­ 
ed around to the west side of the 
building as some men were hoisting a 
bundle of steel up to the roof. 
The 
derrick, which is located on Hie roof, 
had raised the steel to the second- 
story, when one end caught on the 
cornice. The tie rope broke and the 
steel tipped up in the air on end aud 
slipped through the noose. 
Mr. Rockefeller saw what had hap 
petted and instantly realized the dan­ 
ger He yelled "Jum p for your lives, 
men," and then sprang back as the 
steel came crashing to the ground A 
large number of Italian laborers were 
at work on the ground helping some 
stone masons. 
The bundle of steel 
broke and tile beam s scattered, and 
as they struck the ground they mowed 
the men down like a scythe 
After 
the 
crash Mr. Rockefeller 
rushed in to pull out the injured men 
from under the pile of steel Nearly all 
Hie men had been hit on the head, 
and one man's head lay open with an 
awful gash. 
Mr. Rockefeller's hands 
and 
clothing were soon 
bathed in 
blood as he helped and directed the 
work of relief. 
Mr Rockefeller ordered the garage 
in the stable made ready for a hos­ 
pital. ami cots were rushed to the 
stable, while the Rockefeller automo­ 
bile was sent to a local drug store for 
all kinds of bandages and medicines. 
Mr. Rockefeller helped tie bandages 
and gave the men all possible relief 
until Dr. Chase arrived and then he 
assumed charge 
Dr. Chase found that one man had a 
fractured skull urn! would probably 
die, another was paralytic, while the 
other three had had cuts on the head, 
hut not fatal injuries.

leaving a hosiery factory 
where she was employed. 
Schachte grabbed his daughter by 
the wrist as she came out with the 
crowd of other employese, both men 
and 
women, 
and 
(Tying, "life 
or 
deal ii,” diew a heavy rusty revolver 
from his pocket and began to fire at 
her. 
She jerked violently from him and 
fell to the pavement as he fired, and 
although he fired four shots only one 
took effect, passing through her back. 
It is feared by the physicians at St. 
Mary’s hospital to have penetrated the 
lungs. 
The girl wrenched herself free and 
staggered to the home of John Runty, 
at 406 Mempris street. She was taken 
in hand by some of her young women 
friends, and with their assistance man­ 
aged to walk to her home at 1502 E ast 
Palmer street. 
Meantime the crowd turned on the 
father, who attem pted to defend him­ 
self with the revolver as a club. He 
was borne down by the infuriated em ­ 
ployes and other persons who had been 
attracted by the shots, and in the 
melee men and women sought to strike 
him. Policeman Neveal came to the 
rescue of the man, hut he. too, was 
resisted both by the mob and also by 
Schachte. 
Schachte has not lived 
with his 
wife for two years, following a fight. 
and she says his act was caused by 
jealousy (if the daughter. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 16 —-Property 
loss approximating half a million dol­ 
lars was done when the streets of 
Etna, 
Millvale,

Beverly, Mass., Sept. 16.-E ffo rts lo 
have Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, the Unlit d 
States’ bent known pure food expert 
ousted from his plat e as chief of Hie 
bureau of chemistry of the department 
of agriculture has failed utterly. 
The resignation of Dr. Wiley will 
not be asked for by President Taft, 
despite recommendations that it lie 
requested, made 
by the 
iiersonrel 
board of the department and endorsed 
by Attorney (Jenera! W ickerham . T e 
condign 
punishment for Dr. Wiley, 
which Mr. W ickerham held to be ne­ 
cessary, will not be meted out by t ie 
chiel executive. 
The president’s opinion, carrying no 
word of criticism for Dr. Wiley, h it 
many a word of praise, was made pub­ 
lic. 
There is no indication in It that the 
president feels that he ‘‘turned down” 
Mr. WMckersham by not accepting his 
recommendations. 
He explained that 
the attorney general s findings** in the 
rase were made with less complete 
data than was before him when ne 
took it up. 
In the opinion the president adm ta 
what has been well known to many 
persons close to the administration — 
that there is trouble in the department 
of agriculture Speaking of the con 
g*s»1onal Inquiry s into that depart 
meat, unfinished at last session, aud 
to be taken up again next winter, Mr. 
Taft Bays 
“The broader tasues raised by the 
investigation 
which 
have 
a 
much 
weightier relation than this one to tne 
general efficiency of the department, 
may require more radical action than 
the question I have considered and de­ 
cided." 
That this statement indicates a curi­ 
ous shakeup In the department nett 
winter was freely predicted. 
There 
have never been any intimations that 
Secretary Wilson was disposed to re­ 
tire. and it Is not believed that the 
president would request him to do so. 
A general shake up of affairs in the de­ 
partment, however, could easily be re­ 
quested by the president and carried 
through when be returns to Washing­ 
ton in November. 
The “Wiley case'* arose over the 
employment by the bureau of chemia­ 
try of Dr H. II. Busby, of New York, 
pbarinacognosist of the bureau, 
in ef­ 
fect. Dr. Wiley, Dr I,. F. Kebler, chief 
of the drug laboratory', and Dr. W. D 
Bigelow, assistant chief of the bureau, 
were charged with having conspired to 
pay Dr. Bulby a salary of $16bu a 
year, with the tacit 
understanding 
that he was to do only enough work 
to obtain this amount at the rate of 
$20 a day. 
This was dec lared to violate the a d 
of congress of Marc h 15, 1X98, which 
declared that no classified scientific 
Investigator should receive more than 
fit a day. 
In addition to the recommendation 
that I>r Wiley be allowed to resign, 
the 
personnel 
hoard held that Dr. 
Busby should be dismissed, that Dr. 
Kebler he reduced, and that Dr. Bige­ 
low be allowed to quit the service 
None of these recommendations Is up­ 
held In the president's opinion. 
Dr. Kebler is reprimanded for “dis­ 
ingenuous conduct" in his letter writ­ 
ing to Dr Rushy, and the president 
rays that the letters suggest a “wil­ 
lingness to resort to evasion,” that 
calls for official reproof. 
Dr. Bigelow Is held to have !»eeii 
"overzealous." and a reprimand 
by 
Sec retary of Agriculture Wilson, to 
whom the opinion, which Is in letter 
form. Is directed, is ordered by the 
president. 
Dr. Busby is held to lie as guiltless 
aa Dr. Wiley in this particular matter. 
A charge against him, however, of ob 
talning the appointment on the com­ 
mon “laborers' role" of a physic! in 
and expert "whom he could use to dc' 
hit work at a very small stipend when 
he himself was called away." the pres­ 
ident holds to be "not especially creel 
Bable.” 
The case, the president says, has 
made apparent the "doubtful legisla­ 
tive policy of placing limitations upon 
bureau chiefs to exact per diem com 
penaation for experts.” 
The government, he says, “o u tht 
not to be at a disadvantage in this 
regard, and one cannot withhold one's 
sympathy with an earnest effort by 
Dr Wiley to pay proper compensation 
and secure expert assistance in the 
enforcement of so Important a stature 
as th e pure food law,' certainly in the 
beginning when the questions arising 
under it are of capital importance to 
the public." 
The president's conclusions, he says, 
were ready weeks ago, but he did not 
put them on pape r because he hoped 
for a time for the report of the rom* 
(nittee of the house or r<*oreseiitatl\es 
that was investigating the depurtuicmt 
of agriculture.

A liv s In England. 
The city of Gloucester, In England, 
annually presents the king with a pie. 
Almost from tim e immemorial Glouces­ 
ter until the year 1834 followed the 
custom of expressing its loyalty to the 
throne by sending to the sovereign a 
lamprey pie. 
lu 1834 th e custom was 
suspended, but It was revived In IWW 
und has sin<*e continued. 
It was felt that the y ear of the dia­ 
mond Jubilee required some special e f­ 
fort, and therefore the 1897 pie. which 
was Iii May dispatched to Balmoral 
upon a gold dish, was of a more than 
usually elaborate character. 
This pie 
w illi e d 
tw enty 
pouuds 
and 
was 
adorned with truffles, tine praw ns on 
gold skew ers and aspic Jelly. 
On the 
top was a representation of the royal 
crown and cushion, with a scepter to 
which w ere attached stream ers of royal 
blue, and at the base were four golden 
lions. 
By the survival of an ancient cus­ 
tom the tow n of Yarmouth la bound 
to furnish to the sheriffs of Norwich 
annually a hundred herrings baked la 
tw enty-four pies, which are then sent 
to the Ion! of the manor of E ast Cia re­ 
ton. who conveys them to the king.—
